Kevin Keegan, 34, twice 
voted European Foot- 
baller of the Year and a 
veteran of 63 full caps for 
England, will play two 
games with Blacktown in 
the Australian Confer- 
ence this year. 


Keegan, who played for Liverpool, 
$V Hamburg, Southampton and 
Newcastle United, arrives in Aust- 
ralia on April 24 and will line-up with 
Blacktown against Canberra on April 
28 and against Sydney Croatia on 
May 5. Both games are at the 
Gabhbie Stadium. 


Keegen is being paid $6,000 a 
game and will bring his wife and two 
children with him. 


Keegan joined Liverpool! in May, 
1971, and was the English Football 
Writers’ Player of the Year in 1976 
and 4977 before transferring to SV 
Hamburg for $1 million. 


He was voted European Foot- 
baller of the Year in 1978 and 1979, 
and transferred to Southampton in

June, 1980, for $800,000. In 1982 
he was the leading scorer in the 
English First Division and was the 
Professional Footballers’ Associ- 
ation Player of the Year. In August, 
1982 he transferred to Newcastle 
United for $200,000 and guided the 
club back i the First Division 
during the 3-84 season. New- 
castio’s last match that year marked 
Keegan's retiroment and appro- 
priately, he scored. It was his 500th 
game.

Ferenc Puskas the leg- 
endary former captain of 
Hungary and the spear- 
head of the great Real 
Madrid team of the 
1950's, will visit Aust- 
ralia to make a series of 
personal appearances 
next month. 


Puskas is being brought here by 
St. George Budapest and will 
address a gathering at the club on 
March 16. 

He also will turn out in an old boys 
game between local Hungarians and 
Greeks. 

Puskas, now 59, represented 
Hungary 84 times and scored 83 
international goals, most of them as 
captain of the ‘Magical Magyars’ 
who conquered all on a four-year 
undefeated run in Europe from 1950 
to 1954. 

He will bo remembered for his do- 
minating display in Hungary's re- 
nowned 6-3 win over England in 
1953 and for the four goals he 
scored for Real Madrid against Eint- 
racht Frankfurt in the 1960 Eu- 
ropean Cup final.

Certainly not from the club. 
I'm the guy at Blacktown who 
talks to the press and no-one 
has contacted me about this 
supposed confrontation. The 
whole thing is rubbish,’’ said 
Thorne.

One Australian player who believes 
without any question that he has 
made the right move is Alan David- 
son, who was happily settled in at 
Nottingham Forest when I visited 
him. 

Since then. however, he is reported to have 
collapsed during a match the way he did twice in 
Australia last year and so his career there may be in 
jeopardy. That aside, let me report only about my 
visit 

“Outside my marriage, being here“and playing in 
the English First Division is the greatest thing that 
ever to me,” he told me. “I can’t describe 
what a thrill it was to make my debut at Watford and 
hear our supporters chanting my name. 

“The game passed in a daze, but I must have done 
all right, because the Gaffer (Brian Clough) pulled 
me to one side after the game and told me to get 
myself ready to play against Manchester United the 
next Saturday. That was some thrill, I can tell you. 

“‘The fellows here are magic, especially the club 
Captain, Ian Bowyer, who's gone out of his way to 
make us feel at home. His wife has taken Carol 
(Alan's wife) with her to away matches so that she 
too feels part of the club.”’ 

Alan probably didn’t realise it at the time, but his 
choice of Nottingham, an average-sized provincial 
city,.as against say, London, was a happy one, be- 
cause Nottingham people get involved with their spor- 
ting heroes far more than Londoners do. 

And then, of course, there’s the presence of 
Cloughie (the Gaffer). 

The trouble with talking to Davidson about David- 
son is that he himself talks constantly about Cloughie. 

The Clough charisma is such that he tends to domi- 
nate the conversation, just as he dominates the club, 
even when he isn’t there. 

‘“‘He doesn’t waste much time on small talk,’’ says 

Alan, ‘‘but he doesn’t miss much. If you are doing all 
right, it's just a nod or maybe a pat on the back, but if 
you do something wrong, my God, does he let you 
know! 
‘I had been here only a week when he came into the 
dressing room and gave Paul Hart the biggest roll- 
icking I’ve ever heard in my life. All the other players 
sat with their heads down looking at the ground, fear- 
{ul to look up in case he caught their eye and turned on 
them. They know they daren’t smile, in case they get 
it. And he does it to the crowd too. If they are t 
and not getting behind the team, he gets out of the 
dugout and shakes his fist at them, and they soon get 
the message. The players love him, even if they don’t 
say so in so many words. Look how they keep coming 
back to Forest, as lan Bowyer did, because he means 
so much to Forest and has brought them so much 
giory.”” 

(Now, you see he’s got me going too. I started writ- 
ing about Davidson, and now I’m writing about 
Cloughie). 

Anyway, Davo managed to keep clear of the Gaffer, 
while obviously pleasing him, because he became a 
first-team regular, until one day as he was passing, 
Cloughie suddenly roared: ‘‘Davidson, come here 
lad!" 

Fearful, Davidson went over. “Yes, boss?"’ 

Whereupon the unpredictable Cloughie said; '’smi- 
le, damn it. Why don’t you smile? You like it here, 
don't you?”’ 

Davo says: ‘Well, of course I smiled, didn’t I? I 
didn’t realise that I had been so anxious to succeed 
that I’d got tensed up and forgotten how to relax, but 
the boss had noticed.” 

Another episode that brings a wry grin to Alan’s 
face happened in the team bus going down the Motor- 
way. The bus overtook a car containing some players’ 
wives, and suddenly Davidson awoke from a reverie 
to hear Cloughie yelling: ‘‘Davidson, you dummy!” 

“What is it, boss?’’ Davo asked fearfully, wonde- 
ring what dreadful thing he had done this time. 

**That was your wife waving te you. Get to the back 
window and wave back,” was the retcrt and Davo 
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Alan Davidson in the Nottingham 


snow. 


dutifully hurried to the back and waved to the rapidly 
receding car. 

“I thought I was fit until I came here,” he says, 
“and because it was nearly four months into the 
season the others got punished a little as I was trained 
with them. Normally they've left that behind by the 
end of August, and all they have to do is keep match- 
fit, but I had to be brought up to their standard, which 
is about 100 per cent fitter than the South Melbourne 
standard. 

“Then there’s the different tactics. The Gaffer 
doesn’t want to see me run with the ball. My job is to 
win it and immediately ping it to the midfield, and 
they have to get it forward as quickly as possible too. 
Only the front-runners, like Peter Davenport, are 
allowed the luxury of hanging on to the ball. 

“*But our lads never know when they are beaten, 
and they fight to the last whistle. My second game 
was an example of that. It was against Man U, and at 
half-time we were two goals down, but we kept plug- 
ging away, and Johnny Metgod got the winner with a 
superb bending free-kick a minute from time. That's 
when you feel proud to be part of it all.” 

Regarding his future in the English game, Davidson 
said only: “Carol and I regard this as a three-year 
adventure. It’s too early to say yet what will happen 
at the end of the contract. Of course I miss my 
parents and family very much, but we are very happy 
here too, and we’re moving into a new house in West 
Bridgford soon and then we shall be completely in- 
tegrated here.”’ 


Near the end of last season, | was 
discussing my close-season trip to 
Britain with colleague Allan Crisp of 
Adelaide when he said to me: “Don’t 
forget to interview Tony Dorigo.”’ 

“Tony who?” was my reaction, whereupon “Crun- 
chie Crisp” proceeded to give me a lecture on my 
Melbourne insularity “He’s an Adelaide boy,” he 
said, “who's making a name for himself at Aston 
Villa.” 

Most Australian players aspiring to stardom make 
their name here and then set off, hopefully for the big 
time. They find it hard in Britain because they arrive 
near the end of the year and the combination of the 
cold weather and the fact that clubs then are too 
deeply embroiled in the life and death matter of 
league survival to spare them much time, often spells 
failure 

But Dorigo was different. He was playing in Adel- 
aide City's youth team, with the odd first team ap-

“It’s really all down.to Fashanu,”’ Dorigo said when 
I visited him in England. ‘Between games he was 
coaching us young lads, and J said to him: ‘Could I 
make it overseas?’

So I sat down and wrote to 18 leading English clubs, 
but only Aston Villa replied.

True, there was always a big police 
presence, but at Stamford Bridge for 
instance, in London’s only match on 
the day, Chelsea played Arsenal, and 
my wife and I stood, quite inadvert- 
ently, among several thousand Ar- 
senal fans. They couldn’t have been 
nicer, and with my wife being only a 
tick over 5ft (or 1500mm in met- 
ricspeak), they made room for her at 
a crowd barrier so that she could see 
better. It wasn’t a bad game either, 
despite a pitch more suitable to Tor- 
vill and Dean than Kerry Dixon, Paul 
Mariner and Co. 


Steve Blair’s heart is 
with the Socceroos but 
his ambitions in inter- 
national sport are linked 
with Hearts of the Scot- 
tish kind.

Arok has named Blair among six

late last year. 
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The others are Tony Dakos and 
Chris Kalantzis of Sydney Olympic, 
Gerardo Gomez of Sydney City 
Hakoah and David Lowe and Rod 
Brown of Marconi. 

Blair has played 24 games for 
Australia since 1980, the most recent 
for the national ““B’* team in the 
world series against Nottingham 
Forrest, Manchester United, Iraklis, 
Glasgow Rangers and Juventus last

The big centre back impressed in 
the world series but was omitted 
from the touring squad because he 
was unable to get time off work for 
training camps. 

Blair is an insurance supervisor 
with the Footscray branch of the 
Royal Automobile Club of Victoria 
(RACY). 

He trialled with Hearts of Mid- 
lothian in 1982 and last month re- 
ceived a call from Hearts, asking 
whether he would be available to 
join the club. 

“They told me they needed a 
centre half and I told them that 
under the terms of my contract with 
South Melbourne, I could move over- 
seas for a transfer fee of not more 
than $50,000,'’ he said. 

“They said the price was no prob- 
lem and that they'd get in touch with 
South Melbourne. 

“‘Nothing’s happened yet, but I've 
refused to renew my contract with 
South Melbourne until I find out one 
wey or another.” 

lair was born in Scotland and 
came to Australia when he was 12. 

He played first for Victorian State 
League club Albion Rovers and now 
is in his sixth year with South Mel- 
bourne which won the National 
League championship last season. 

His ultimate aim is to join Glas- 
gow Celtic, the club he has idolised 
since his childhood. 
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‘People ask me why I haven't 
tried to organise a trial with Celtic 
but the club is so popular that vir- 
tually everyone in Scotland wants to 
play there,’ he said. 

“Hearts would give me a regular 
game and from there I'd have a 
much better chance of joining 
Celtic.”’ 

Blair said he was pleased to hear 
that he had the option of perhaps re- 
turning to the national team if he 
does not go to Scotland. 

Another who aims to return to the 
Socceroos is George Christopoulos 
whose transfer from Canberra 
Arrows to Heidelberg United was 
finalised last week. 

Christopoulos said he will sign a 
contract with Heidelberg which will 
pay Canberra a transfer fee of about 
$18,000. 

Christopoulos, 24, represented 
Australia 13 times from 1978 to 1983. 

Arok, however, has overlooked 
the big midfielder, and told a gath- 
ering in Canberra last year that he 
had doubts about Christopoulos’s 
fighting spirit and commitment. 

Asked whether he thougtt he 
could force his way into the Soc- 
ceroos squad for World Cup quali- 
fying matches late this year, despite 
his public squabble with Arok, 
Christopoules said: “If I perform 
well on the park I don’t think he'll be 
able to ignore me.” 

Christopoulos started with the Es- 
sendon Lions juniors, played senior 
soccer with Coburg for two seasons 
and joined South Melbourne Hellas 
as a 17-year-old. 

He switched to Canberra three 
ears ago when he started a course 
n sports studies at the Australian 
Institute of Sport in Canberra and 
spent part of last year with AEK 
Athens in Greece, before returning 
to see out the year with Canberra.

my dad took me over to Birmingham, and they took 
me on as an apprentice. I was almost 16 when I went 
into the Villa hostel with about 30 other apprentices, . 
and after my dad went back home it was very hard. 
What with the cold weather and having to make new 
friends I often wondered whether it was worth the ef- 
fort. But I stuck it out and now I’m glad.” 

After his apprenticeship Dorigo signed a two-year 
contract and late last year, after his successful transi- 
tion to first-team status, that contract was scrapped 
and replaced by a three-year one. 

But before that he had played the whole of the 1982- 
83 season in the ‘‘stiffs’’, the reserve team that plays 
in the Central League, finally coming into the firsts as 
@ sub in the last match of the season, at Ipswich. 

Dorigo made his full-time debut against Chelsea 
last September, having demonstrated his versatility 
by scoring three goals from midfield in his seven re- 
serve team appearances. 

Manager Graham Turner has a lot of respect for 
Dorigo’s versatility too. To quote from a recent Villa 
programme (Turner speaking): ‘For the Milk Cup 
match at QPR, Tony Dorigo came into the side at 
midfield, and gave a little bit of protection to the back 
four, making it difficult for Rangers to get at us as 
quickly as Leicester had done.” 

Ask Dorigo the difference between playing in Bir- 
pec and in Adelaide, and he answers quickly: 
ae ork.”’ 

“The whole tempo here is different,’’ he says. 
“Over there we used to lark about at training. Here 
it’s different, it’s your bread and butter and you work 
at it. I owe a very great deal to youth coach Brian 
Little. As you can see from TV, the game is so much 
quicker here and it’s hardest for defenders. You learn 
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Whittle to Gravesend, 
Liddell to Arbroath 
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quickly to do the right thing instinctively and immedi- 
ately in the penalty box, or you're in trouble, and: 
Brian taught me to keep looking around to see where 
everyone is, because it’s all one-touch, all the time.” 

As Dorigo progressed, it was reserve coach Bill 
Shorthouse who took over as his mentor. It speaks 
volumes for Villa’s talent-spotting ability that the 
comparatively unknown backroom boys like Little 
and Shorthouse saw enough in the raw Aussie kid to 
persuade the club to persevere with him, and it also 
speaks volumes for Dorigo and his faith in himself. 

Now, everyone at the Villa recognises him as a star 
of the future. 


When I announced myself at the front office at Villa 
Park, the receptionist said: “I’m not surprised you’ve 
come all the way from Australia td inteview our Tony. 
He’s going to be a big star.’” 


Dorigo was voted Midlands Young Player of the 
Month for December. 5 : 

The last question | asked him was: “What advice 
could I pass on to any Aussie lad who wants to make it 
in the big-time?” 


He looked at me seriously for a moment, then said: 
“Be prepared to work very, very hard and listen. Abil- 
ity is only 10 per cent of the answer; the other 90 per 
cent is determination, hard work, guts, whatever you 
like to call it. There are plenty of players in Australia 
with more natural ability than I had, but they are only 
mucking about, and they are never going to get any- 
where. You have to have faith in yourself and back it, 
like Dave Mitchell, Alan Davidson and I have done.”’

Former Socceroo 
Gary Marocchi can’t 
stop kicking himself 
for leaving Adelaide 
City Juventus two 
years ago. 


Marocchi, 29, became one of 
the best schemers in the 
Philips League during his six- 
year stint in South Australia 
from 1977. But two years after 
leaving Juventus his career is 
in the balance. 

Officially Marocchi is on the 
books of Perth Azzurri — real- 
istically he is inno man's land. 

Last year Marocchi was ap- 
pointed Azzurri's play- 
er/coach but at the end of a 
somewhat disappointing 
season he was relieved of his 
coaching duties. 

Marocchi claimed breach of 
contract and the upshot of an 
ensuing bitter row with man- 
agement is that he is neither 
training nor playing with Az- 
zurri in the pre-season night 
series. 

“IT should have stayed in Ad- 
elaide."’ he said 

“Tm in a no-win situation in 
Perth because there is no way 
I'm going to play for Azzurri 
under their conditions and I 
cannot ask for a transfer be- 
cause I will be priced out of 
the market 

“Azzurri have not treated 
me well. | gave them good ser- 
vice before and after [ left for 
Adelaide.“ 

Marocchi is still the marvel- 
lously gifted player of old and 
last December he was picked 
in the WA side which took part 
in an international tournament 
in India 

Under his captaincy and in- 
fluence. WA reached the final 
before josing 1-0 to a Chinese 
provincial selection. 

“I'm still fit and [ would not 
like to give it away,’’ Ma- 
rocchi said.

**But I must say my future 
hangs in the balance. 

“It's not worth considering 
the eastern states again be- 
cause I'm pretty well set up at 
work." 

Marocchi played all his 
junior football in Perth and in 
1975, as a highly promising 19- 
year-old, he was picked in the 
Australian Under-23's. 

Later in the year he earned 
full representative honours for 
the first time and the following 
year he formed part of the Soc- 
ceroo team which toured Asia 
and Europe under Jimmy 
Shoulder. 

Then, in 1977, came his big 
leap when he moved to Adel- 
aide Juventus for $12,000. 

“When I returned to Perth 
Azzurri six years later they 
paid only $5000 for me so they 
made a nice little profit,’ Ma- 
rocchi said. 

“But that does not seem to 
count because I’m really under 
the gun at the moment." 

So. while WA soccer contin- 
ues to strive to earn recogni- 
tion from a sporting public 
largely orientated towards 
Australian football, a player of 
Marocchi's calibre is sitting on 
the sidelines. 

One only hopes the bitter- 
ness surrounding the negotia- 
tions between the two parties 
is replaced by commonsense, 
and the deadlock broken.

George Campbell, 
caught in no man’s 
land, has backed 
down and told Pre- 
ston Makedonia he is 
prepared to take the 
wage cuts the club 
has asked for in order 
to get back in the 
game. 


_ But Makedonia has shown a 
distinct lack of interest by tell- 
ing him that he will have to 
wait a fortnight for a decision 
as the next committee meet- 
ing is scheduled for mid-Feb- 
ruary. 


“There is no logic to what 
the club is doing,’ Campbell 
said. 

“They either want me or 
they don’t and if that’s the 
case they should make it 
easier for me to move 


“T have not had one enquiry 
since I’ve been put on the 
transfer list. 

“I don’t know if it’s because 
of the fee ($13,500) but that has 
been declared negotiable any- 
way. 

“Whatever it is, it’s not 
doing much for my confidence 
It's soul-destroying playing in 
the youth team, especially 
when you sit in the stand 
watching the team play 

“Pm 27 now and [| can't 
really afford to sit on the si- 
delines, especially a Make- 
donia. 

“Even if the club takes me 
back, it’s going to be hard to 
force my way back in the side 
because the team is playing 
well and (coach) Bill Murray 
is unlikely to make too many 
changes while the results are 
going well.”’ 

Campbell was one of four 
players placed on the transfer 
list after Makedonia stuck to 
its stand of wage cuts because 
of the shorter NSL season. 

Makedonia reasons that 
Signing-on fees have to be re- 
duced proportionally because 

the league has been cut back 
from 28 to 22 matches this 
year. 

“We received letters in No- 
vember advising us of the cuts 
in wages,’ Campbell said. 

“I have a contract with the 
club till next year and initially 
was not prepared to accept the 
cuts, basically because [ felt 
it's wrong that the club can do 
that to you. 

“But it has been frustrating 
Sitting on the sidelines, espe- 
cially since all four of us were 
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suspended and told to train 
with the youth team,’' Camp- 
bell said. 

“IL approached John Branov 
last week and told him [ appre- 
ciate the club’s position in that 
they may be overcommitted 
and that I was prepared to talk 
and probably accept the cuts. 


“I feel 1 have made the 
effort but their answer that the 
matter will only be brought up 
in a fortnight is disheartening. 


“I don’t know what the real 
situation is but I have a feeling 
that some members of the 
committee don’t want me at 
the club anymore. 

“I may have no Alternative 
but to sit tight and go on- 
playing in the youth team in 
which case the club will have 
to pay what is in my con- 
tract’ 

Campbell's statement that 
he has had no enquires from 
other clubs is surprising, espe- 
cially since John Branov said 
last week that clubs rang 
asking for permission to talk 
to Campbell 

“We have granted per- 
mission but there has been no 
foliow-up to the initial enquir- 
ies and I can only presume 
that George may have told 
them he doesn’t want to leave 
the club,’” Branov said. 

Campbell came to Australia 
in 1978 after playing for Aber- 
deen in Scotland where he had 
earned the nickname of 
“White Pele"’ because of his 
close control and jinky runs. 

He established himself as a 
supporters’ favorite at South 
Melbourne Hellas in a six-year 
stint in which he. scored 17 
goals in 104 games in the NSL. 

He fell out with the then 
coach Rale Rasic at the start 
of 1983 and was transferred to 
Makedonia in the swap deal 
which saw Doug Brown going 
the other way. 

At Makedonia he has played 
49 NSL games in two seasons 
and scored eight goals. 

_ Campbell represented Vic- 
toria against Dundee in 1978, 
was a substitute against New 
York Cosmos in 1982 and then 
played a full game in the 20 
win over Queensland in 1983. 


















Having available a highly-talented full back 
who scores regularly, and not using him in the 
national team, seems crazy. 

“Yeah, I agreed with you,’’ was the pre-

Now he’s managed to get his 
transfer fee down to $10,000 — 
the sort of money his new club 
can afford 

Bozanic, 27, is somewhat of 
an institution in Australian 
soccer. No full back has his 
scoring rate {22 goals in 163 
NSL matches), and it’s yet to 
be demonstrated that any NSL 
player has a harder shot. It 
was his goal that gave West 
Adelaide Hellas the 1978 NSL 
championship, and although 
Arok hasn't used him yet, Bo- 
zanic played four games for 
Australia in the 1980 Oceania 
Cup in Noumea, appearing in 
midfield as well as defence 
and scoring two goals — ad- 
mittedly, against mediocre op- 
position. 

All in all, I have no hesita- 
tion in rating him among the 
finest full backs Australia has 
had — a man in the class of Col 
Curran, Harry Williams, Doug 
Utjesenovic; better than Stan 
Ackerley, George Keith, 
George Harris; faster than 
Jim Tansey. 

Digressing for a moment, 
he’s also a man of admirable 
business enterprise. Together 
with a close friend, a Thai who 
is a “‘brilliant’’ cook, Bozanic 
opened an Asian restaurant at 
Coogee Bay a year ago, and 
both are doing very well. He 
spends about 12 hours a day 
there, either side of training 
sessions. 


It was because of the trav- 
elling involved from the east- 
ern suburbs to Fairfield in the 
west that he urged Marconi to 
release him to APIA on loan. 
APIA played at Leichhardt, 
which is much closer to the 
city. ‘I lived at Liverpool for 
eight months aftr coming her 
from Adelaide, but I didn’t 
enjoy it,’ he said. “I enjoy 
living as well as playing foot- 
ball, but the living out west 
was not my style, so I moved 
closer to town.” 


Olympic? 


That starts us sniffing again 
for the trail that might lead to 
his new club. I narrow it down 
to Sydney Hakoah and Sydney 
Olympic because they’re clos- 
est to Waverley, not count- 
ing Arok’s St George Bud- 
apest. It has to be either 
Hakoah or Olympic, I decide, 
but Bozanic still won't let on. 


His old mate John Kosmina 
is captain of not only Hakoah, 
but also Australia. What better 
place for Bozanic to be? 

Kosmina and Bozanic both 
came through the senior and 
then reserve ranks of Polonia 
Adelaide where Polish coach 
Henry Manka gave Bozanic, 
then 15, his first senior match. 
““Kosmina and I were together 
for five or six years. We got 
into the reserves together and 
then I chased him all the 
way.” 


Kosmina, however, was in 
England with Arsenal when 
West Adelaide won the 1978 
championship. The title was 
decided in the last round of 
matches. West Adelaide 
Hellas needed at least a draw, 
otherwise Sydney Hakoah 
would have got up to win it. It 
looked bad for West Adelaide 
when a goal by John Perin 
gave Adelaide City Juventus a 
1-0 lead in front of an 8000 
crowd, but then Bozanic 
struck. ‘“‘With about four or 
five minutes to go, I received 
the ball from Peter Boyle, just 
outside the 18-yard box, and hit 
it first-time on the volley, over 
Peter Marshall who was 
coming out of goal. I watched 
it bounce three times before it 
went into the net, making the 
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ganises his fellow defenders. 


Given than Bozanic has one 
of the most fearsome shots in 
the game, what other players 
come close? Kosmina, says 
Bozanic, can hit the ball very 
well, and Oscar Crino of SM- 
Hellas is quite deadly. Fine, 
but he’s talking more about ac- 
curacy than power in relation 
to Kosmina and Crino, neither 
of whom has the sheer 
strength of Bozanic in his 
shooting. ‘‘OK, I tend to really 
get onto a ball. I belt it hard, 
and if he goes in, it goes in,” 
he says rather modestly. 

“Pd like to see more Aus- 
tralian players get more 
power into their shooting. It’s 
a basic weakness. Look at ria 
way they struggle to score 
tbe natioasl on It would be 
nice to know that there’s a guy 
there who'll have a go when 
it’s near the box.” 


Did Bozanic think at any 
time during the past few 
seasons that he would finally 
be selected for Australia? 


“Well, 1 thought it was a, 
possibility after my good~ 
season with APIA last year. It 
was a big satisfaction when I 
scored two goals from. full 
back as we beat Hakoah 2-1, 
even though John Bradley was 
sent off. But it’s a funny thing 
with the national team. The 
coaches have their own opin- 
ions about who they want, so 
I've got to be concerned first 
and foremost with being happy 
with my club. If a national 
team chance comes along, 
then that’s fair enough. I can 
only perform well and hope I 
catch the eye of the person 
who matters.” 


But Bozanic has done that 
for so long, so why is he still 
out? ‘'Maybe he (Arok) 
doesn’t like me. I don’t know.” 

Has his defensive ability 
been criticised, perhaps? “I 


suppose it has, at times, but 
not of late. The priority for a 
full back is that he has to de- 
fend, of course, but sometimes 
I do take chances. If I were in 
the national side, everyone 
knows I’d be on an attacking 
game, so it would be a matter 
of backing me up. 

“At APIA, Arno Bertogna 
and I work very well together. 
We were room-mates in 
Noumea during the Oceania 
Cup in 1980, and we're really 
good mates. He’s part of the 
reason that I had such a good 
year with APIA. He always 
talked to me, saying: ‘Go for 
it, I'll back you up.” He reads 
me well. At Marconi the back- 
ing-up was only 50-50. Some- 
times I got it, sometimes I 
didn’t. I could only rely really 
on Tony Henderson."’ 

Marconi, though, was in a 
slump when Bozanic joined in 
1982. ‘The coach, Don Kape- 
tanovic, had a few new play- 
ers, and he was trying to en- 
courage a European style of 
football, which I think is good, 
but we couldn’t get together 
their because you need more 
time for that, and maybe we 
lacked one or two players 
capable of doing it. Later, 
when Doug Collins took over, 
everything seemed to go right 
at training and so on, but we 
didn’t seem to know how to 
win,” 

Victorian player Joe Pi- 
cioane from Footscray JUST 
typified the dilemma in which 
Marconi was aig te up as it 
was pulled by the European in- 
fluence on one side and the 
British on the other. ‘‘Joe was 
an out-and-out ball player who 
could do absolutely anything 
on his day. The worst thing is 
to try to stop a player like him 
expressing himself. They tried 
to do that with Joe, instead of 
trying to blend his assets into 
the team structure.’’ 





Skill, says Bozanic, has 
slowly but surely been cut out 
of the game here. ‘‘There’s 
more emphasis now on hard 
running and concentration on 
speed and fitness at the ex- 
pense of ball work, which 
surely is wrong. The crowds 
pay money to see goals and to 
see entertaining football, but 
instead they get stifling, man- 
to-man clashes that result in 
stalemates. Yet, | must say 
that despite the man-to-man 
tactics, Sydney Olympic is one 
team that still manages to pro- 
duce the football, because 
they've got players who love to 
show what they can do, and 
that’s great.” 

Having been in the’ NSL 
since 1978, Bozanic had ad- 
mired also the consistently 
good play of Sydney Hakoah, 
SM-Hellas, and Heidelberg-Al- 
exander, as well as Marconi In 
the past year and Preston- 
Makedonia in matches he has 
played against that side. 


Beograd 


Bozanic was born in the Ad- 
elaide suburb of Kilkelly and 
the love of football was in- 
stilled in him by his father, 
John, a keen fan of SA club 
Beograd, who was born 70 km 
north of Belgrade in Yugosla- 
via. 

Vic started play for Beo- 
grad juniors at the age of nine 
but couldn’t get a regular 
game there, so he went to 
Polonia. That’s right, a cast- 
off at nine! 

Luckily, though, Polonia 
gave Bozanic the chance to 
brush up on his skills, and the 
bug really bit. Apart from 
playing for Polonia, he also 
was in the Challa Gardens 
Primary School team, and 
always played at least two 
games on a Saturday. He later 
played for Croydon High 
School, while his career with 
Polonia continued to blossom. 

Unlike most players, Bozan- 
ic has no hoodoo opponent. 
“Wherever I go, I go out to 
give my best and to win, re- 
gardless of who we're playing 
against. I believe you either 
play well or you play badly. No 
excuses. 

“On the format of the NSL,

Will we be seeing Socceroo 
stars of the future when the quali- 
fying rounds of the World Youth 
Cup kick off at St George Stadium 


on Friday? 


At the World Cup finals in Spain, in 1982, five 
members of the USSR team, eight members of the 
Honduras team, four Argentinians, three Yugos- 
lays, three Poles, three Spaniards, three Cam- 
eroonians, two Italians, two Algerians, a Brazi- 
lian, a Spaniard and a Hungarian, all had repre- 
sented their countries in one of the three previous 
World Youth Cup finals. 

The first World Youth Cup finals were held in 
Tunisia in 1977, however the finals didn’t have 
championship status and were*regarded by FIFA 
as a youth tournament. 

It was a different matter in 1979 when Japan 
hosted the World Youth Cup finals, which by then 
had been aforded championship status. Australia 
won the Oceania qualifying tournament in New 
Zealand but failed to overcome Paraguay and 
Israef in Praguay to win a finals berth. 

Australia hosted the 1981 World Youth Cup 
finals and didn’t have to qualify. New Zealand won 
the Oceania qualifying tournament in Fiji but Ar- 
gentina won the triangular series against the 
Kiwis and Israel for the right to a finals spot. 

Australia won the Oceania qualifying tourna- 
ment in Papua New Guinea in 1982, travelled to 
Costa Rica and won the series there against the 
home country and Israel in 1983, then set off to 
Mexico for the finals. Although the young Soc- 
ceroos failed to reach the quarter-finals lin Mexi- 
co, they claimed the scalp of European champion 
Scotland, no mean feat. 

Australia now is about to record a first when the 
qualifying series gets underway on Friday for it 
never has enjoyed the luxury of a home game ina 
qualifying series. The set-up this year also is a 
first. Israel has been included in the Oceania re- 
gion, instead of qualifying direct to a second quali- 
fying series, and the winner of this series at St 
George Stadium goes straight into the World 
Youth Cup finals in the USSR in August.

Youth Cup finals staged so far: 

Tunisia, 1977: USSR Ist, Mexico 2nd, Brazil 3rd, 
Uruguay 4th.

Doug Collins is not Green 
Gully recruit Jim Murray’s fa- 
vorite Australian soccer person- 
ality and as far as the 22-year- 
old defender is concerned, Inter 
Mioonaro is having “‘a one-year 
fling’’ in the National League. _ 


But start talking to the former Canberra 
player about his new club and you elicit much 
more positive responses. 

“Green Gully has been great so far. The 
players have been good to me and the people 
within the club have been exceptionally 


friendly. Gully’s so professional. If things 
have to bé done then they get done, it’s as 
simple as that. And there aren’t any hassles 
over payments. If you have to be paid ata 
certain time, you get paid. I’m very impres- 
sed by wha 


t I’ve seen so far,’’ said Murray. 

The quality of the players at Green Gully 
also impresses Murray. 

“There seems to be more good players 
here, rather than having just one really good 
defender, one good midfielder and a good for- 
ward,”” 

Born in Glasgow, Murray came to Australia 
when he was nine. He played with West Aus- 
tralian State League club Morley Windmills 
and also represented the State at junior and 
youth levels, playing alongside former Sydney 
City Hakoah and Heidelberg player John Spa- 
nos, now with Marconi. 

Ron Tindall coached Murray when the West 
Australian youth team played in the 1980 
national titles in Canberra. An interested 
spectator at those titles was national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf and Murray was one of the 
youngsters selected in Gutendorf's train-on 
squad for the young Socceroos. But when the 
squad was cut down, Murray was omitted. 

It wasn’t a major blow to his development, 
however, for Murray spent 198] at the In- 
stitute of Sport in Canberra and says that his 
experiences there were “incredible ’ and gave 
him “the chance to be seen in that part of 
Australia.” 

At the end of 1981 he toured the U.K. with 
the AIS squad, playing against Chelsea, Dar- 

ton and Lincoln youths and Middlesbrough 
Sunderland reserves. 

George Murray, then coaching Canberra, 
approached Murray and Angelo Ambrosino 
early in 1982 and they signed with the NSL out- 
fit. 

“We (Murray and Ambrosino) both broke 
into Canberra's first team and I became a 
regular,’ he says. 

“‘George Murray was tremendous. He 
always had time for the young players. He'd 
spend hours working with us whether the rain 
was thumping down or the heat was stifling. 
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“But when Doug Collins came to Canberra 
for the 1984 season, things started to go bad 
for me. I remember Collins calling me into his 
office pre-season and telling me that he wasn’t 
interested in me. I’m not so sure that he even 
knew that I still was under contract to the 
club. Anyway, I told him that I thought that I 
was good enough to command a place in the 
side and all I wanted was a chance to prove 
that to him. 

“T played in the first four league games of 
1984 but in that fourth match, a wash-out 
against South Melbourne Hellas, I messed up 
back pass and South Melbourne scored. That 
cost me my place in the side and then Collins 
signed Peter Burke, who is a really good play- 
er, and Jim Harkins, who had been playing 
only local soccer. He preferred them to me 
and there even was a stage when he preferred 
one of the youth team lads to me even though 
I'd had 40 first team games under my belt."’ 

That was when Murray realised that he had 
to move if his aim of re-establishing himself in 
the NSL was to be realised. Sunshine-George 
Cross approached him last year but for job 
reasons, Murray knocked back the offer. 

It was a different matter when Green Gully 
coach Bobby McLachlan contacted Murray 
last December, even though Murray couldn’t 
move to Melbourne until January. Before 
heading to Green Gully, he received a phone 
call from Inter Monaro president Laurie Pas- 
trello, inviting him, along with Andrew 
Young, to come down to Inter- 

“‘T thought that he (Pastrello) was going to 
talk about me joining but when I got there I 
found it was one of these meet-the-coach 
things. I couldn't believe it. Monaro just had 
taken it for granted that I'd join. 

“It’s so amateurish there, it’s not funny. As 
far as I’m concerned, Monaro will have a one- 
year fling in the National League.” 

So Murray signed a two-year contract with 
Green Gully and was transferred from 
Canberra for $2,500. 

Judging by his Buffalo Gold Cup display 
against South Melbourne Hellas last week, 
both Canberra and Inter Monaro could long 
regret jetting Murray slip through their fin- 
gers.

Yes, believe it or not, they ARE powerless déspite the fact that 
pointing the finger at a referee’s ineptitude is the most con- 
venient answer to many things, including violent play. 

True, the referees do have something to do with violent play. 
True, they CAN be vigorous in their punishment, in their issue of 
yellow and réd cards. 

But only so far as the stiffness of the rules allows them, and 
with the normal allowances made for human error to which refer- 


_ ees, like players, are entitled. 


_ As Leo Wilson, the man in overall charge of referees’ coaching 
in Australia and a FIFA referees instructor, points out: In this 
country almost every league championship is a mini-World Cup 
with nationalistic fervor running high both on and off the park. 

The fans demand that the opposing team, which bears the same 
flag under which unforgivabje atrocities were committed 5060 
yeas ago against an innocent nation, be beaten and taught a les- 
son. 

The zeal for political revenge filters through to the coach and 
thence to the players, leaving a referee with a whistle as the sole 
policeman and arbitrator. 

So the referee does his best. With rules and appropriate punish- 
ments memorised he gives free kicks, warns players, books them 
and sends them off. 

He sometimes misses violent incidents. He sometimes mis- 
reads them and apportions blame to the wrong player. 

He might not act with vigour early enough (as Richard Lorenc 
didn’t in that notorius Olympic v Hakoah free-for-all last season). 

Or at times he may be consciously unwilling to flash the red 
card, not wishing to remembered as the man who spoilt such an 
important game by tilting the numbers. 

But once he does send players off he is not responsible for the 
length of their suspension — and this ls where the ASF could do 
itself some good deeds in terms of peblic relations, in terms of 
cleaning up the game and In terms of mere common justice. 


Let's crus 
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Some of the leg-choppers we saw get away with their manda- 
tory one-match ban last season should have been arrested for 
criminal assault, much less allowed to return, laughing, to the 
field two weeks later. 

And I would recruit the club coaches in this campaign as well. 

And by force if necessary, seeing coaches are big on wins and 
draws but rather small on philanthropic regard for the legs of 
opponents. 


Deducting a few points for having in excess of a prescribed 
number of yellow and red cards would soon enliven their instinct 
for philanthropy, though. 


_ What I'm suggesting is that a three-pronged attack, by legisia- 
tion, be launched on violent play: 


e The referees to be issued with instructions for increased vigil- 
ance on violent play and an increased readiness to punish offen- 
ders. According to the rule book violent conduct and serious foul 
play are both immediate sending-off offences, not yellow card 
offences. Such cases are spectacularly clear for the eye to see and 
if any such offenders are not sent off it should bring ‘‘please ex- 
plain”’ letters from the ASF to the Referees’ Federation. 

The referees already have their own system where the attend- | 
ing inspector deducts points from the referee's performance 
record, At the moment not sending off a player seen to be guilty 
of violent conduct or serious foul play means a deduction of one 
point out. of 10. 

I suggest, for the benefit of the campaign, the figure be in- 
creased to two. 

e Players sent off and found guilty of violent conduct or serious 
foul play should be punished with a minimum mandatory suspen- 
sion of two matches. Further, such offences should be judged on 
their seriousness (videos these days are more often than not 
available) with the more blatant offenders given longer suspen- 
sion. 

e A points system for clubs should be devised, whereby a pre- 
scribed number of yellow and red cards add up to a threshold 
figure beyond which the club is punished with a deduction of 
championship points. 

Think of the public relations plus that would be gained if soccer 
launched such a campaign and, for once, turned inward in order 
to find ways to sell itself.

This was, as they say in the

It was a memorable night for Kevin Lloyd, 
who scored Green Gully’s equaliser in his first 
match since transferring from Juventus.

Warren Spink, was one of the stars of the 
match. During Makedonia’s exciting first 
half, Spink, playing in only his second match 
since joining from the Australian Institute of 
Sport, Spink scored an excellent goal and pro- 
vided the cross which Zoran Ilioski slammed 
into the net only to have an offside decision go 
against him. A word about that decision — ap- 
parently one of Ilioski’s team mates was in an 
offside position, but even so, he could not have 
been interfering with play in that the goalkee- 
per had an unobstructed view of Ilioski and the 
shot, and had no chance of saving it. 

Spink, who played for Australia in the Mer- 
lion Cup in Singapore late last year, was voted 
Victorian Junior Player of the Year while 
with Doveton, in 1982. He received his award 
from none other than Franz Beckenbauer, 
before a match between Victoria and the New 
York Cosmos. 


If this performance is any indication, he 
will have a hell of a year in the National Lea- 
gue. Coach Bill Murray used Spink alongside 
Gary Cole and Sean Lane, yet Makedonia is 
negotiating to buy yet another striker, Steve 
Smith, the 1984 Bill Fleming Medallist from 
Box Hill. One of them would have to sit on the 
bench, or Makedonia would play with four out- 
and-out strikers, which is unlikely. 

Green Gully came into the match without 
David Hogben who's injured and Willie Vas- 
sallo who was serving a suspension after being 
sent off in the previous match. To make 
matters worse, midfielder Gordon Wallace 
was carried off injured after only seven min- 
utes. 


That, however, proved to be a blessing in 
disguise, as it meant that Robert Krajacic 
came on as a substitute, and Krajacic, playing 
as sweeper, emerged as one of Green Gully’s 
best players. 

Spink scored his goal after a lightning turn, 
by slipping a low shot past Lou Denys. 

Denys later flew across his goal area to 
punch clear above Spink after Sean Lane had 
created havoc close to goal, and was called 
into action again to make a desperate finger- 
tip save of a shot by Spink who had controlled 
the ball with one touch before shooting. 

Philip Traianidis, playing in Makedonia’s 
goal because Richard Wilson was unavailable, 
made his first save in the 24th minute, snat- 
ching the ball virtually off the head of Paul 
Lewis after a free kick from Jim Murray. 

Andy McKenna, who played junior league 
football in Scotland, came on at left back in 
place of Fabio Mancinelli at half time, and 
with players now picking up their opponents 
all over the field, Green Gully fought its way 
back into the game. 

Denys saved Green Gully again by diving at 
the feet of Lane, and having his leg hurt in the 
process. 

Much of Makedonia’s best work could be 
traced back to the great play of Zoran Ilioski 
in midfield. He has played consistently well 
since the series started and looks set to have 
his best season since leaving J.U.S.T. It must 
be the influence of coach Bill Murray — again. 
Murray has breathed new life inte this team, 
and it wouldn’t surprise me at all if Make- 
donia and Heidelberg-Alexander fight it out 
for the NSL south division championship. 


Ken Smart became Green Gully’s most dan- 
gerous forward in the second half. In the 5lst 
minute, he cut inside for a low shot that went 
just wide, in the 57th he had an angled drive 
saved by Traianidis and shortly afterwards a 
great run by Smart down the right was 
stopped by a timely tackle from Ian Dobson. 


Jim Williams, who had gone from strength 
to strength on the left flank despite having to 
contend with fearsome George McMillan, de- 
serves most of the credit for the equalising 
goal.

“But I don’t want anyone to 
get me wrong. Tommy Tray- 
nor is a fantastic person and I 
really enjoyed training under 
him. It’s just that in my opin- 
ion, he seemed a bit uncertain 
about things at times and he’d 
ask players what their opin- 
jons were at half time. 

“‘He was trying his best, but 
obviously he was under a lot of 
pressure. I'll give him this 
much: Once he made a deci- 
sion, he stuck by it. I told him 
that for our game against Hei- 
delberg, I wasn’t 100 percent 
fit and he put me on the bench. 
When Gary (Ward) missed a 
penalty in the second half you 
could see that some of the lads 
felt down. Maybe a change 
was needed. I don’t know. But 
Tommy stuck to his guns and 
left me on the bench and I 
admire him for sticking by his 
decision.” 

Incantalupo hasn't recov- 
ered his match fitness and he 
still needs a bit more con- 
fidence but the signs are there 
By the end of the 1985 season, 
Juventus fans will be hoping to 
see the “‘old Fab” re-emerge- 

Everything was going so 
well for him. He made his first 
team debut for Juventus when 
he was 16; he played for Vic- 
toria at under 15, under 16 and 
youth levels and only Sydney 
Croatia’s new signing, Jim 
Patikas, made more national 
youth appearances than he. In- 
cantalupo made 28 national 
youth appearance, 21 in full 
internationals, and scored 
Australia’s first goal in its 
stunning 2-1 win over Scotland 
in the 1983 World Youth Cup 
finals in Mexico. But fate 
Struck the young star a cruel 
blow in the 1984 Buffalo Gold 
Cup. 

“We were playing against 
Preston Makedonia. lt was our 
third game in the competition 
and I remember getting the 
ball, playing it to Joe Sweeney 
and getting the return. I stood 
on the ball for a second, got 
closed down and then pushed 
over. I Jost my balance and as 
I went down I felt all my 
weight going over onto my left 
leg. For about a minute, I was 
in absolute agony.” 

Incantalupo was carried off, 
never again to play in i984. He 
was operated on to repair a 


badly damaged cruciate liga-: 


ment and was in plaster for six 
weeks. Then an intensive 
period of gym work, swim- 
ming, cycling and weigh- 
tlifting was needed to get him 
back into action in 1985. His 


injury also left psychological 
scars 

‘‘T became very depressed 
In fact it got to the stage 
where there were periods 
when I wouldn’t even talk to 
my parents or go and watch 
Juventus games. It broke me 
up watching Juventus when I 
did and not being able to play. 
I kept going back to my spe- 
cialist and asking him when I 
would be able to play again.”’ 

Incantalupo’s first steps 
backs onto the soccer pitch 
were tentative. He lined up for 
Juventus against Melhaurne

Croatiain a practice match 
early in January 

“T was a bit cautious at 
first, to tell you the truth, but! 
just thought what the heck. if 
the knee goes again, il goes, 
and once IJ got into the game, I 
got a bit more confident.”’ 

Incantalupo’s injury sev- 
erely dented his hopes of 
making the jump up to senior 
Socceroo status, but although 
the road back looms long, time 
is on his side.
